With both the department of. justice 
and Chief Justice Taft favoring the

Tn his discussion of broadcasting 
problems, Mr. Hoover deciered the 
“most profound change during the 
year has been the tremendous increase 
in power and the rapid multiplication 
ef powerful stations.” 

“Taking the situation as a whole,’’ 
he said, “we find that a year ago all 
stations of 500 watts and over were 
using a total. of 67,500 watts. Today 
thev use 236,500 watts, or a 250 per 
cent increase, 

“Power. increase has meant a gen- 
eral rise in broadcasting efficiency. 
Whatever the limit may be, I believe 
‘that substantial pawer increase has 
come to stay, and the public is the gain- 
er from it. 

“The problems in broadcastigg are, 
as ever before in these conferences, of 
two categories: Those on the one hand 
which the industry can and should 
solve for itself in order to safeguard 
the public service and its own inter- 
est, and, on the other hand, those 
who can ‘only be solved in cooperation 
with the government. Another prob- 
lem for solution by the industry it- 
self and which now rests prominently 
on the public mind, is that of adver- 
tising. 
Advertising Scored. 


over again that advertising in the 
intrusive sense will dull the interest 
of the listener and will thus defeat the 
industry. Furthermore, it can bring 
disaster to the very-purpose of adver- 
tising after it creates resentment to 
the advertiser. If we can. distin- 
guish on one hand between unobstru- 
sive publicity that is accompanied by 
a direct service and engaging enter- 
tainment: to the listener and obstru- 
sive advertising on the other we may 
find solutions. 

“Another problem that the industry 
could quite well stiniulate is the re- 
moval of stations from congested cen- 
ters. 

“My major purpose today is to dis- 
cuss those problems which must be 
sulved in cooperation with the gov 
ernment. Up to the present time, we 
have had a policy of absolute freedom 
and untrammeled operation. I am 
convinced that policy was sound. 

“Higher power has greatly strength- 
ened the service to listeners, but it has 
aggravated the problem of providing 
lanes through the traffic for geographi- 
cal separation must be greater. 

After his address, Secretary Hoover 
divided the conference work among 
nine groups. These will report on 
allocation of wave lengths, radio ad- 
vertising, licenses for “radio stations 
and operators, operating problems, 
marine radio problems, amateur ope- 
rations, interference problems, legis- 
lation, and copyright relations be- 
tween authors and radio broadcasters.

Dr. Stewart Roberts

Chicago, November 10.—(Special.) 
Appointment of Dr. Stewart Roberts, 
of Atlanta, president of the Southern 
Medical association, to the directorate 
of the Gorgas Memorial institute, was 
announced today by Dr. Franklin Mar- 
tin, of Chicago, chairman of the board 
the institute. 

The Gorgas Memorial instituté is, 
dedicated to the reduction of prevent- 
able illness and extension of the span 
of life. President Coolidge is titular 
head. Inspiration for the work of 
the memorial came from the labors of 
the late General William Crawford 
Gorgas at the Isthmus of Panama, 
where with his prevention and sanita- 
tion he conquered yellow fever and 
controlled alaria. Later on as 
surgeon general during the war of 
wars, he. organized the greatest of 
all medical corps, both in efficiency 
and size end instituted a base and 
cantonment hospital service without 
precedent. 

In civil life the Gorgas institute 
functions to reduce the amount of 

casual illness, which works to increase 
the life span, which tod@ay is 58 years. 
According to the scientists of the in- 
stitute the American ‘people should 
gain 7 to 12 years of life in the next 
25 to 40 years. This gain will be 
accomplished by a decrease in sickness.

The average warden, 
instead of being eager ¢o burst into 
print, is usually sufficiently thankful 
if he and his institution keep safely 
out.of it, no news being good news in, 
regard to institutions in general.” 

Dr. Erskine paid tribute-.to the 
“red-blooded, missionary type of chap- 
lain” and described him as a necessary 
aid to the work of the warden.

When 
it is figured out, the citizen who is 
not familiar with the economic vast- 
ness of lumber production, and 
what it means annually to the state, 
may grasp ‘t from these figures. 
Georgia’s yellow pine aréa was as 
great a natural asset as the golc 
ores in Colorado or the oil pools 
under the surface of Oklahoma, 
homa, and yet for these generations 
this great resource has been han- 
dled without the slightest regard, 
from a state’s official standard, to 
conserving it, reforestation, fire 
prevention ‘or any of the elements 
that enter into a sane and system- 
ati: regulation. 

It is not too late, with the earnest 
efforts of the national governmen. 
toward every reasonable aid, to 
bring back the Georgia forests, 
Other states are doing it. It is too 
important from an economic view-| 
point not to ‘co so. 


IMPRESSIVE LESSONS: 

In a news dispatch from Lyons, 

the county seat of Toombs county, 
telling of the harvesting of more 
than 14,000 barrels of high-grade 
merchantable sweet potatoes in that 
county this season, there are two 
important lessons that ought to be 
impressed in Georgia— 
. First, the advantages of well- 
balanced agricultural programs, and, 
second, the outstanding economic 
value of intensive cultivation. 

Says the dispatch: 

“Total figures of the big stem Jer- 
sey sweet potato shipments for the 
summer of 1925 shows that 75 cars, 
containing 14,219 barrels, each hold- 
ing 11 pecks, have been shipped to the 
eastern markets from Toombs county. 
Two other ears of field run were 
shipped to a nearby canning plant. 
The average price received was the 
highest of any year, with No. 1s sell- 
ing as high as $13 per barrel for one 
car shipped north. ‘The price held 
above $10 for No. 1 longer than ever 
before, due to the short crop in North 
Carolina.” 


The income from the crop may be 
figured, therefore, as in excess of 
$100,000 gross besides the “‘sec- 
onds” that were used in home con- 
sumption, for stock feed, and for 
the local canning market. It is esti- 
mated there were approximately 
4,000 acres in potatoes. It is ob- 
vious, therefore, that with a cash 
average income of more than $100 
fan acre, plus the seed. potatoes, 
home use and feed potatoes, ‘etc., 


the crop has proven the profitable- 
ness of commercial sweet potato 
growiff, if the farmers produce 
them correctly. 

This accentuates not only the ad- 
vantages of balancing agricultural 
operations in Georgia, for sweet po- 
tatoes is only one of a dozen com- 


mercial products toi which Georgia 
soil] is peculiarly adapted, but 
stresses the fact that through im- 
proved marketing facilities it is pos- 
sible now to grow and market prof- 
itably what we considered a waste 
product, except for home consump- 
tion, a few years ago. 

As to the value of intensive culti- 
vation, the Lyons dispatch says fur- 
ther: : 

“Where the farmers used about 
three to four acres to the plow in con-. 
nection with their other crops, the 
yields have been higher and more 
profitable, while the men who planted 
heavily have, in many instances, fail- 
ed to make a profitable yield. Some 
averaged as high as 35 barrels to the 


| acre, which was very profitable.” 


As intensive cultivation proves 
most profitable in potato growing so 
does the rule apply in growing any- 
thing for market. It is a sound rule 
of economics in every activity. 

It has been demonstrated that the 
cotton grower succeeds best, not 
Only in weevil control but in acre- 
age production, who cultivates less 
than ten acres to the plow. Again, 
by reducing acreage to the plow in 
any growing commodity, more acre- 
age is released for other growing 
commodities, thereby making possi- 
ble the program for balanced crops, 
including the growing of the neces- 
sary food and feed that too many 
farmers have heretofore been buy- 
ing. The one fits into the other like 
the cogs of the wheels that drive the 
machinery. : 

Lessons of this kind ought to be- 
come firmly impressed. They serve 
to add to the material welfare of all

Slaves and Slave-Trading 


It was a widesprcad custom among 
American Indians to kill captives 
taken in battle. One of the great 


“virtues” of the red man was to die 
bravely—without a sign of fear or 
pain—after being made prisoner. 


In the same way, the people of long | 


ago in Asia and Europe were in the 
habit of killing prisoners. There 
came, however, a time when an im- 
portant lesson was learned. It was 
this: a dead man does no good to the 
victor, but a living captive can be 
made to work. 

The rulers of Babylonia learned 
the lesson. Soldiers captured in war 
were often permitted to live. They 
were taken to the home country and. 
see to work as slaves. 

‘There were thousands of slaves in 
Babylonia. Some of these were cap- 
tured men or women. Others were 
the children or grandchildren of cap- 
tives. Still others were native Baby- 
lonians~ of the poor and wretched 
class. The native slaves had usually 
lost their freedom because of falling 
into debt. If a man owed money he 
could not pay, he was likely to be 
seized and made a slave, along with 
his wife and children. The slavery 
might last for only a few years, or 
it might last a lifetime. 

Slaves were forced to do many 
kinds of work—to keep the’ house 
clean or to cook for the owner, to 
watch over the oxen or sheep, to plant 
and reap grain; to care for date 
trees. Slaves owned by the king or 
by priests were likely to work at the 
building of temples. , 

Records of the many slave sales 
have come down to us. In one. case 
we read of “a white slave of the 
north” who was bought for 20 shek- 
els. The silver in that sum would 
about equal $15 in modern money. 

At another time a female slave was 
sold for four anda half shekels 
(about $3.40), a very low price. At 
different times, the prices paid for 
slaves varied a great deal. ._ An 
Egyptian woman with an infant child 
was sold for 120 shekels ($90), a 
high price for those days. 

In the sale of slaves, it was com- 
mon for the seller to promise that 
the person sold would not run away. 
If a slave encep d, the buyer obtained 
his money back. Yet there was not 
a great deal of danger that a slave 
would win freedom by running away: 
The common practice was to put a 
mark, such as a tattoo, upon the skin 
of each one. If not caught by his

most sure to be. seized by another 
master and returned to his place of 
labor. 

Slaves made life easy for the mas- 
ter class; but it was not pleasant to 
be a slave.

Broadcasters Present Resolution. 


Immediately after the committee, 
under the chairmanship of resen- 
tative Wallace H. Hite, Jr.. of Maine, 
went into session, a resolution was 
presented by Paul Klugh, on behalf 
of the National Association of Broad- 
casters, which contained a reeommen- 
dation.that congress establish a basis 
of royalties for broadcasting, similar 
to that fixed in the present copyright 
law with regard to mechanical pro- 
duction of the autnor’ works. Vigor- 
ous opposition was promptly voiced 
by E. C. Mills, of New York, repre- 
senting the American Society of Com 
posers, Authors and Publishers, who 
announced that his organization would 
not only oppose any such plan before 
congress but also intended to make a 
fight at the coming session for repeal 
of the ec opyright provision affecting 
mechanical reproduction. 

The plan suggested by Mr. Klugh 
called for the establishment by con- 
gress of a basis of payment of royal- 
ties to authors and composers. by 
broadcasters, with a provision that the 
copyright owners would withhold their 
work from use hy broadcasting sta- 
tions if they wished. This, Mr. Klugh 
explained, was needed to give broad- 
casters a fixed basis for obtaining mu- 
sic rights, and to remove uncertainty 
as to the future of broadcasting sta- 


tions. 
Constitute Price-Fixing. 


Mr. Mills declared that enactment 
of the proposal, in effect would be 
eongressional price-fixing. which would 
be oppesed by his organization. 

The problem of congestion of the 
air, recognized as one of the most 
important before the conference, was 
taken up at the full session of the 
conference today before it was passed 
on for committee consideration, and 
the discussion disclosed an almost 
unanimous opinion that the number 
of broadcasting stations should be 
sharply limited.

Europe Behind 


In Progress Race, 
Locke Declares 


Berlin, November 9.—(A)—*“I. see 
‘Europe hopelessly lagging ~ behind 
America, unable ever-.to catch up 
again,” said Paul Loebe, president of 
the reichstag, today in summing “up 
the impressions of his American trip 
as head of ‘the German delegation to 
the inter-parliamentafvy union con- 
gress in Washington. 

“America’s gigantic technical and 
organizational development still con- 
tinues at delirious pace,” he added. 

Among the most worthwhile things 
accomplished by the German parlia- 
mentarians during their American 
journey, Herr Loebe said, was to fos- 
ter understanding among the Ameri- 
cans of the aims of the young Ger- 
man republie and the historical role 
played by its first presilent, the late 
Friedrich Ebert 

In all his ae to the press, 
Herr Loebe emphasized the distrust 
created abroad when the nationalist 
opnosition to the Locarno security 
pact became known. As soon as news 
of this opposition and the resultant 
political. crisis reached the United 
States, he asserts, German financial 
négotiations there came to a stop. 

The Americans, he adds, ridicule 
| the idea that Germany can obtain 
greater concessions regarding the 
Rhineland occupation and kindred 
matters through noisy manifestations 
of opposition.
